And the Credit, Flonour 
and Intereft of Parties draw mm others, who, though they care not _ 
—_ for the Religious part, yet make a noiſe about it to ſerve their . 
ends. 
The Changes, that have been made in Religion the laſt Cemury, 
have produced ſuch effefs every where, that it u no wonder if all per- 
ſons defire to ſee a clear Account of the ſeveral ſteps in which they 
advanced, of the Councils that direfted them, and the Motives, both 
religious and political, that inclined men of all conditions to concur in 
them.

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4. He Door obſerves very well ; and therefore, I pray you, 

tell us ſome of thoſe memorable paſſages that have occur'd 
to you in reading that Hiſtory (which Proteſtants ſay) he hath 
compiled with fo much Induſtry and Integrity.

only on his Revenge upon the Court of Rome for denying his 
Divorce, have taken little care to examine how matters were 
cranſacted in his time.

A. What further account does the DoQtor'give of him? _ 

B. He thought the Germar Princes and Divines ſhould have 
ſubmitted all things to his Judgment, and had ſuch an opinion 
of his own Learning, and was ſo pufft up with the flattering 
Praiſes that he daily heard, that he grew impatient of any op- 
poſition ; and thought that his DiQates ſhould paſs for Oracles.

A. Does the DoCtor ſay nothing in excuſe of him ? 

B. Yes; the Reader may obſerve Burnet ſtraining all his Wit 
and Learning to find out Apologies and Excuſes ſor him and the 
reſt of the Reformers.

One thing is remarkable, that Mark Smetoy, who was the only 
Perſon. that confeſſed any thing, was never confronted with the 
Queen, nor was kept to be an Evidence againſt her, having 
xeceiyed his Sentence three gays befors, and ſo'could be no wir-

yet they did not think he bad Confidence enough to aver it to 
the Qaeens Face, therefore rhe Evidence they _— as Spel- 
man lays, was the Oath of a Woman that was Dead.

B. Thomas Cromwell. | | 

A. What Tokens of an extraordinary Mſjon does Burnet ob- 
ſerve in him? | 

B. He was a Man of mean Birth but noble Qaalities, — only 
he made too much haſte te be Great and Rich. He joyned him- 
ſelf in a firm Friendſhip to Cranmer, and did promote the Refor- 
mation very vigorouſly ; Burnet, 1 Vo] page 172. The Supprel- 
ſion of the 44b4ier was wholly laid at his door, page 276. He 
was attainted by Act of Parliament, Anno i 5.40. Wherein it u ſaid 
expreſsly, that the King having raited Thomas Cromwell from a baſe 
degree to great Dignities and high Trui!s ; yer he had now by a 
great number of Witneiles , perſons of Honour, found him to be 
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the moſt corrupt Traitor and Deceiver of the King and the Crown, 
that had ever been known in his whole Reign. That he had re- 
ceived ſeveral Bribes, and for them granted Licenfes to carry 
Mony, Corn, Horſes, and other things our of the Kingdom,con- 


trary co the King's Proclamations ; that he being alſo an Heretick * 


had diſperſed many Erroncous Books among the King's SubjeRts, 
particularly ſome that were contrary to the belicf of the Sacra- 
ment; and when ſome had informed him of this, and had ſhewed 
him theſe Hercſies in Books printed in Exglazd; he faid, they 
were good, and that he found no fault in them : and ſaid, it was as 
lawful fer every Chriflian Man to be a Miniſter of the Sacrament, as 
a Prieffl. And whergas the King had contticured him Yice Gerent 
for the ſpiritual affairs of the Church, he had under the Seal of 
that Office Licenſed many that were ſuſpeRted of Herefie to 
Preach over the Kingdom. And had both by Word and Writing 
ſuggeſted to ſeveral Sherzfs thar ir was the King's pleaſure they 
ſhould diſcharge many Priſoners, of whom ſome were inditted, 
others apprehended for Ferefie. And when many particular 
Complaints were brought ro him of dereſtable Hereſfies with the 
names of the Offenders, he not onely defended the Z7ereticks but 
ſeverely checkr the Informers. And vexed fome of them by 
Impriſonment, and otherways. And he having entertained ma- 
ny of the King's Subjets abour himfelt, whom he had infetted 
with Hereſic, and imagining he was by force able to defend his 
Treaſons and Hereſies, on the laſt of March in the 3cth year 
of the King's Reign, in the Pariſh of St. Peters in Loxaon, when 
ſome of them complained to him of the new Preachers, fuch as 
Barxes, and others ; -he ſaid tbeir Preaching was good; and faid 


alſo among other things, hat if the Xing would turn from it, yet 


he wauld nor turn. And if the King did turn and all hi People 
with bim, he would fight in the field in by own Perſon with his 
Sword in hs Hand againſt him and all others. And then he pulled 
our his Dagper,and held it up and faid,or elſe thu Dagger thruſt Me 
| to the Heart, if I would net dye in that quarrel againſt them all: 
And I truſt if I live one year or two, it ſhall wot be in the King's 

| power 
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power to refift, or let it if he would. And Swearing a great Oath, 
ſaid, 7 would do ſo Indeed. He had alſo by Oppreſſion and Bri- 
bery made a great Eitate to himſelf, and extorted much Money 
from che King's SubjeQs, and being greatly enriched had treated 
the Nobility with much Contempt. For all which Treafons and 
Hercties he was attainted to ſuffer the pains of Death as ſhould 
pleaſe the King, and to forfeit ail his Eſtate and Goods to the 
King's uſe. Theſe are the Words of the A. Burnet, page 278. 
279. | 

= How does the Dottor excuſe him ? 

B. Moſt of theſc things relate ro Orders and DireQtions he had 
given, for which it is very probable he had the King's Warrant. 
And for the matter of Hereſie, it has appeared how tar the King 
had proceeded towards a Reformation, ſo that what he did that 
way, was molt likely done by the King's Orders. But the King 
now falling from theſe things, it was thought they intended to 
ſtifle him by ſuch an Azraruder, that he mighr not diſcoyer the 
ſecret Orders or DireQtions given him for his own juſtification,

Flow far the King had proceeded towards a Reformation was then ap- 
parent by the Statute of Six Articles, made purpoſely againſt ts 
inſolence of the wew Preachers, anno 1539. And the King's 
averſion to Herelie no Man underſtood better than Creomwe/ : 
For in his Heart he continued (as is confeſſed by the Dodtor) 
addicted to fome of the moſt extravagant Opinions of the Reman 
Church, as 7rayſub/tantiation, &c. ſo that he was to his Lives 
end more Papiſt than Proteſtant ; ſo the Doctor is pleaſed to 
expreſs himſelf.

A. What Religion did Cromwel dye of ? | 

B. When he was brought to the Scaffgld, he acknowledged 
his Sins againſt God, and his Offences againſt his Prince, who 
had raiſed him trom a baſe degree ; he declared thar ho dyed in 
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the Catholick Faith, not doubting of any Article of Faith, or of 
any Sacrament of the Church; he denyed that he had been a 
Supporter of thoſe who delivered ill Opinions. He confeſſed he 
had been ſeduced (mark this ;but now dyed in the Catholick Faith. 
Burnet, page 284 By what he ſpoke at his Death he leſt it 
mach doubted of what Religion he dyed : But it is certain he was 
a Lutheran ſays Burnet, page 285. The term Catholick Faith 
uſed by him in his laſt Speech ſeemed'to make it doubtful ; bur 
that was then uſed in England in its true Sence, in oppoſition to 
the Novelties of the See of Rome, page 285. zbid. So that his. 
Profeſſion of the Cathelick Faith was ſtrangely perverted (fays 
Burnet) when ſome trom thence concluded that he dyed in the 
Communion of the Church of. Rome, zbid. 

NOTE. He dyed a Lutheran, equzvocating with the words Ca- 
tholique Faith : he knew Lutheraniſm was not allowed for Catho- 
lique Faith in England ; King Henry and his Biſhops being more 
Papiſts zha» Lutherans. Ze promoted the Reformation vigorouſly 

- (ſaith the Dofttor ; ) ſo.that if the truth were known, he dyed of 
Ann Bolens Church , and that was a Church ye? unborn ; for in 
King Henrys time ( as Burnet ofſerves) the Engliſh' Reformation 
was rather conceived than brought forth. Perily the Reformation 

' ſeems to me a Riddle from firſt to laſt. If Cromwell was a Luthe- 
ran, he was at the ſame time both Vicar General and Heretique 
70 King Henrys Church, as you, may find in the Ad of Attainder 
compared with the Statute of Six Articles. 

A. Did he at his Death expreſs any Remorſe for deſtroying 
the Religious Houſes, and alienating the Eſtates of the Church? 

B. Not a word .of that. I verily believe he thought he did 
God good Service, and perhaps had done himſelf ſome Service 
our of thoſe Eſtates. 

A, Whar reaſon have you for that?. 

B. Ir is not unlike (fays the DoCtor) that ſome Preſents to the 
Commiſſioners or to Cromve/ made thoſe Houſes outlive this ruin, 
(he means ſome few Houſes which K Henry had reſtor d to the Monks;) 
ſor I find great trading in Bribes at this time, Which is not to be 
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wondred at when there was ſo much to be ſhared. p. 224. r. vo!. 
And the A&t of Attainder ſays, that he had by Oppreſtion and 
Bribery made a preat Eſtatc to himſeif, and extorted much Mo- 
ny from the Kings Subjects, and being greatly enriched, had 
treated the Nobility with much Contempr. But the Doctor 
excuſes him, paz. 279. For the particulars of Bribery and Ex- 
tortion, they, being mention in general expreſſions, ſeem only 
calt into the heap to defame him. And, pag. 285. he carried his 
Greatneſs with wonderful Temper and Moderation ; and fel} un- 
der the weight of popular Odim rather than Guilt ; for which 
the Doftor gives this reaſon, the Diſorders in the Suppreſſion of 
Abbies were generally charged on him. 761d. 

With his Fall the progreſs of the Reformation, which had been 
by his endeavours ſo far advanced, was quite ſtop'd. p. 285. For 
all that Cranmer could do after this, was to keep the ground they 
had gained; bur he could never advance - much: further. 7b. 
With him the Office of the Kings Yice-Gerent in Ecclefiaſtical 
affairs dyed, as it roſe firſt in-his perſon. And, as all the Cler- 
gy oppoſad the ſetting: up a new Oficer, whoſe Intereſt ſhould 
oblige him to oppoſe a Reconciliation with Rome ; ſo it ſeems 
none were found to ſucceed in an Office that proved fo fatal to 
him. p. 285. | 

NOTE. A/ the Clergy at that time were for a Reconciliation 
with Rome, (that was the year 1540.) after their Deliverance 


from the Tyranny of Cromwell. By all the Clergy the Dottor means 


the major part, way a/, except Cranmer axd two or three more, as 
ſhall appear by and by out of Dr. Burnet. 

Dr. Heylis remarks, Fiſtor. Reform. p. 11. ad annum 1540. King 
Henry advanceth his great Miniſter Cromwe#/ (by whom he had 
made ſuch havock of Religious Houſcs in all parts of the Realm) 
to the Earldom of Eſſex, and ſends him headieſs ro his Grave 
within three months after. And Dr. Burnet himſelf cannot bur 
obſerve thE Judgment of God upon Cromve/! anno 1540. viz.

A. How did Cromwe/ govern the Church ? \ | 

B. Firſt as King Hexrys Vicar General, afterwards as Lord 
Vice-Gerent in Eccleſiaſtical matters. They were two different 
Places, and held by different Commiſſions. By the one he had 
no Authority over the Biſhops, nof had he any Precedence ; but 
the other, as it gave him the Precedence next to the Royal Fa- 
mily,. fo it ciothed him with a compleat Delegation of the Kings 
whole Power in Ecclcſiaſtical matters. Burnet p. 181. By virtue 
of which Authority he ſends our his Inſtructions to the Biſhops 
how to proceed in a Reformation, and his InjunCtions to the 
Clergy, which the Reader will find in Burnets Collettion of Re- 
cords. 1. vol. p. 181. Beek 3. concluding thus ; All which and fin: 
gular Injunftions I miniſter unto you and your Succeſſors by the 
Kings Highneſs's Authority ro me commitred in this part, which 
I charge and command you. by the ſame Authority to obſerve 
and keep upon pain of Deprivation, Sequeſtration of your Fruits, 
or fuch other Coercion as to the Kings Highneſs or his Fice-Ge- 
reut for the time being ſhall ſeem convenient. This was in the 
year 1538. | 

One of thoſe Injunftions was this, viz. You ſhall ſuffer 
{rom henceforth no Candles, Tapers, or Images of Wax to be 
ſer before any: Image or Picture, but only the Light that com- 
monly gaeth a croſs the Church by the Rood Lofr, the Light 
before the Sacrament of the Altar, and the Light about the Se- 
pulchre; which for the adorning of the Church and Divine Ser- 
vice ye thall ſuffer to remain : flill admoniſhing your Pariſhioners 
that /mages ſerve for none other purpoſe, bur as the Boeks of 
unlearned men, that kex no Letters, whereby they might be o- 
therwiſe admoniſhed of the Lives and Converſation of them that 
the ſaid Images do repreſent. Aſo that you ſhall expreſs]y pro- 
voke, ſtir and exhort every perſon to read the Bible, admo- 
niſhing them nevertheleſs to avoid all Contention, Altercation 
therein, and to uſe an honeſt Sobricty in the inquiſition of 
the 
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the true ſenſe of the fame, and refer the Explication of ob- 
ſcure places to men of higher Judgment in Scripture. 
NOTE. Such Admonitions were to no purpoſe ; the Bible be- 
ing once permitted into the rude hands of the Multitude. For what 
(ſay they) does he allow us to read the Scripture, and then debar 
us the uſe of our he aun, ! Has not every man a Fudg- 
ment of Diſcretion to read an we the Scripture for bimſelf , 


ſo as not to pin hu Religion on the ſleeve of the Church 2 


Another of his Injunftions was, that you ſhall in Confeſſions 
every Lent examine every perſon (zt ſeems private Confeſſion was 
then in praftice) whether they can recite the Articles of our 
Faith, and the Parer nofter in Engliſh, and hear them fay the 
fame particularly ; wherein if they be nor perfect, ye ſhall ad- 
moniſh them, that every Chriſtian ought to know rhe fame be-” 


fore they receive the bleſſed Sacrament of the Alrar, and to learn 


the ſame more perfetly by the next year following. So you 
ſhall declare unto them, that you look for other Injunctions 
(mark tha) from the Kings Highneſs by that time, to ſtay and 
repel all fuch from Gods Board, as ſhall be found ignorant in 
the premiſes. Co/. p. 18. 

A. So much for Cromwe/, whoſe Religion or Church (whate- 
yer it was) is paſt my underſtanding. Go on, and tell us who is 
your next Saint of the Reformation 2? 

B. Thomas Cranumer Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 

A. What Signs of an Apo/t/e did appear in him? 

B. Your Queſtion is bur rational, ſince Burnet affirms fo po- 
ſirively, that he was a man raiſed up by God for great Services.

A. | know he was, next to Cromwe/,the grand Projefor of Re- 
formation under F/exry 8. bur the thing that I expect from Bur- 
xet, is the proof of that Aſſertion, that he was a man raiſed up 
by God, in caſe he would oblige us to eſteem the Reformation 
not to have bcen the work of Max but of God. Shall Craxmer take 
_ lym to reform, that is, to pull down theeſtabliſhed Religion 
of the Nation, coyn 39 Articles, and impoſe them on the Clergy, 
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as if he had thought the Scriptures obſcure or inſufficient in things ne- 
cefſary; (the major part of the Chriſtian World' proteſting againſt 
it as new Dottrine) and all this by a meer humane Authority, an 
Act of Parliament paſſed under the Childhood of Edward 6 > 

B. As for the marks of his Apoſtleſhip, take the Hiſtory of his Adti- 
ons compared with Burnets Charafter, and then ſatisfie your ſelf the 
teft you can. Warham Archbiſhop of Canterbury dying in the year 
x533. King Z. faw well ofhow great importance it was to the Dc- 


ſigns he was then forming (viz. hs Divorce from Q Katherine, ©.) 


ro fill that See with a learned, prudent, and refolute Man ; bur 
finding none in the Epiſcopal Order (that i amongst all the 
Englilh Biſhops)that was qualified to his Mind, (»ote thu) and ha- 
ving obſerved a native ſimplicity joyned with much Courage, and 
rempered With a great deal of Wiſedom in DcCior Cranmer, who 
was then Negotiating his buſineſs among the learned Men of 
Germany, he of his own Accord, without any Addreſſes from 
Cranmer, deligned to raiſe him to that Dzgnity ; and gave him 
notice of ir, that he might make haſte and come home ro enjoy 
that reward which the King had appointed for him. But Crax- 
mer having received this News, did all he could to excuſe himſelt 
from the Burden which was coming upon him ; and therefore he 
returned very ſlowly to England; hoping that the Kings thoughts 
cooling, ſome other Perſon might ſtep in between him and a 
Dzgnity,of which having a juſt and primitive Senſe,he did look on 
it with Fear and Apprehenſfion rather than Joy and Deſire : This 
was fo far from ſetting him back,that the King was thereby confir- 
med in his high Opinion of him ; and neither the delays of his 
Journey, nor his Intreatics to be delivered from a Burden which 
his humiliry made him imagine himſelf unable-ro bear,could divert 
the King (and geod reaſon why, becauſe ameng/t all the Biſhops he 
found no Man elſe for hu purpoſe. So that tho ſix months elapſed 
before the thing was ſettled, yet the King perſiſted inchis Opini- 
on, and the other was forced to yield, Burne?, page 127. Now 
let the Reader obſerveDottor Feylir's account of Craxmer's back- 
wardneſs to accept that Preferment, viz. Warham Archbiſhop of 
Can- 
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Canterbury dying, Craumer is deſigned for his Succeſſor in that 
eminent Dignity, which he unwillingly accepts of, partly in re- . 
gard that he was Married at that time, and partly in reference 
ro an Oath which he was to take to the Pope art his Conſecration. 
But the King was willing for his own ends to wink at the one, 
(viz, his Marriage) and the Pope was not in a Condition, as the 
Caſe then ſtood, to be roo peremptory in the ocher.

Burnet ſays turther, though Cranmer was a Man of too great 
Candour and Simplicity to be refined. in the Artsof Policy, yer 
he managed his Afﬀairs with great Prudence (that # te ſay, reſpetd 
zo his intereſt) which did ſo much recommend him to the King 
that no i!l Otfices were everableto hurt him, page 172. x Yo. In 
the end of Famuary 1533. the King ſent to the Pope for the Bulls 
for Cramer's Promotion ; and though the Statutes were paſſed 
againſt procuring more Bulls from Rome ; yetthe King (fays Bur- 
yet) reſolved not to begin the Breach till he was forced co ir by 
the Pope (that ws, whilſt there were any hopes of the Pepes conſenting 
to his Marriage with Ann Bolen) On the other hand the Pope 
had no mind to precipitate a Rupture with Eyg/axd , therefore 
conſented to Crawmer's Promotion, page 128. 

A. I pray let us hear DoGtor Burnet's account of his Conſe. 
cration, and taking the Oath to the Pope. 

B. Crammers Bulls being ſent into Exglayd, he was on the 
13thof March, Anno 1533. conſecrated by the Biſhoph of Londsx 
Exeter, and Saint Aſaph. But here a great Scruple was moved 
by him concerning the Oath that he was to Swear to the Pope 
which he had no mind to rake. And Writers near that time fay. 
the diſlike of thatOath (obſerve hu) was one of the Motives thar 
made him ſo unwillingly accept of that Dignity. He declared 
that the Obligation which that Oath brought upon him would 
bind him up from his Duty to God, the King, and the Church.

A. Did he take this Oath in 7erminu 2 | 

B. Yes, and you ſhall hear how : His Scruple being commu- 
nicated to ſome of the Canoniſts and Caſuiſts (fairh Burner ) they 
found a Temper thar agreed better with their Maxims then Cran- 
ers Sincerity ; which was, that before he ſhould rake the Oath, 
he ſhould make a good and formal Proteſtation, that he did = 
anre 
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intend thereby to reſtrain himſelf from any thing that he was 
bound to, either by his Duty ro God, or the King, or the Coun- 
trey, and that he renounced every thing in ir that was contrary 
to any of theſe This Proteſtation he made in Saint Srephens 
Chappel at Weſtmin/ter, in preſence of ſome Doctors of the Ca-

The Dr. u here at hu wits end 
for an Excuſe : but confeſſes he did not ſwear like a fincere Chriſt ias.

He would take the Oath, Eut ſo, God help him and the holy Evan: 
gelifls, if ever he meant to obſerve one ſyllable of if. Reader, in 
all ages thoſe that have been ſent by God for the Reformation of 
the World, and Reſtoration of ancient Piety, have appeared to 
be Perſons of extraordinary Sanitity at leaft, if not recommend.

A. After his Conſecration what was the 'firſt Service he did 
for the King? 

B. The Parliament then ſitting (anno 1533.) he came and 
fat in the upper Houſe of Convocation, Burne? p. 129. and there 
(fays Heylin) he propounds two Queſtions ro be diſputed and 
conſidered by the Biſhops and Clergy, concerning the Kings 
Marriage with Queen Xatherine : both which Queſtions were an- 
ſwer d as the King would have have it, though not without ſome 
oppoſition in either Houſe, eſpecially the upper. It was con 
cluded thereupon in the Convocation, and not long after in 
the Parliament alſo, that the King might lawtully proceed to a- 
nother Marriage.. But 
: NOTE. Zhe King was then privately married to: Ann Bo- 
en. 
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Heylis proceeds. Theſe Preparations being made, and the 
Marriage (with Queen #Xatherize) precondemned by Convoca- 
tion. The new Archbiſhop (upon his own deſire and motion, 
contained in his Letters of the 11th of April) is authorized by 
the King under his Sig» Manual to procced definitively in the 
Cauſe (mark the Authority upon which Cranmer proceeds to di- 
wvorce (Queen Katherine ,) who thereupon, accompanied by the 
Biſhops of Loxdon, Wincheſter, Wells, and Lincoln, and divers 
other perſons to ſerve as Officers in that Courr, repaired to Dun- 
fable in the beginning of May, and having a convenient place 
prepared in form of a Conſiſtory, they ſent a Citation to the 
Princeſs Dowager (meaning Q MFatherine)who was then at Ampr- 
hill, a Mannor Houſe of the Kings about fix miles off; requiring 
her to appear before them at the day appointed ; which day be- 
ing come, and no appearance by her made either in perſon or by 
proxy (as they knew there would not) ſhe is called peremptorily 
every day fifteen days together ; and every day there was great 
poſting betwixt them and the Court, to certifie the King and 
Cromwell (a principal Stickler in this buſineſs) how all matters 
went ; in one of which from the new Archbiſhop, extant in the 
Cottonian Library, a reſolution is ſignified to Cromwell for com- 
ing to a final Sentence on Friday the 187h of that Month, bur 
with a vehement Conjuration both to him and the King, not to 
divulge ſo great a Secret, for fear Queen Xatherine, on the hear- 
ing of it, either before, or on the day of paſſing Sentence, ſhould 
make her appearance in the Court. For (ſaith he) if the Noble 
Lady Katherine ſhould, upon the bruit of this matter, either in the 
mouths of the inhabitants of the Country, or by her Friends or Coun- 
cil hearing of it, be counſelled or perſwaded to appear before me at 
the time or before the time of Sentence, I ſhould be thereby greatly 
flaid & let in the Preceſs; and the Kings Graces Council there preſent 
ſhall be much uncertain what to do therein : For a great bruit and 
woice of the people in this behalf might perchance move her to do the 
thing, which peradventure ſhe would not, if ſhe hear little of it : 
and therefore I pray yeu to ſpeak as little of this matter as you may, 
ana 
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and to move the Kings Highneſs ſo to do, for conſideration above re- 
cited. Heylin Hiſtor, Reform. pag. 177,178. | 

NOTE. Burnet commends Cranmer for his native Simplicity, 
joyned with Prudence : but what ſort of Prudence this was, let any 
man judge. Thus Heylin ſets down the naked truth of this matter, 
which Burnet colours with all his Art ; not mentioning this Letter 
to Cromwell. p. 130. I. vol. 

He proceeds, 4/4. But ſo it happened to their wiſh, that the 
Queen perſiſting conſtant in her reſolution of ſtanding to the 
Judgment of no other Court than that of Rome, vyouchſafed nor 
to take any notice of their proceeding in the Cauſe; and there- 
upon ſhe was pronounced to be Cortumax for defect of Appea- 
rance : and, by the general Conſent of all the learned men then 
preſent, the Sentence of Divorce was paſied, and her Marriage 
with the King declared void and of no effect. Zeylin page 178.

A. But if you pleaſe, I would know of what Church or Re- 
ligion was Cranmer at the time of his Confecration and aſfter- 
wards? and likewiſe what were the Words of his Miſſion and 
Conſecration both as Biſhop and Prieſt ? 

B. Firſt as to his Religion, I will tell you my own opinion : 
A Papiſt he could not be at that cime, becauſe he denied the 
Popes Swpremacy and other Dottrines of the Charch of Rome. 
Of the preſent Church of England he could not be, becauſe he 
went to aſs then and 14 years after : fo that he muſt be of 
King Henry's Church, or of none art all. In the year 1538. he 
was (ſiys Burnet) of Luthers Opinion, which he had drunk in 
from his Friend Ofrander. pag. 252. 1. vol. And fate upon the 
Tryal and Condemnation of Fohx Lambert, one of the new 
Preachers, for denying the Corporal Preſence of Chriſt in the 
Sacrament. After the Death of K. Zexry (of whom he ſtood in 
aw; he tackt about with the next wind of DoC&trine, which was 
Luinglianiſm ; and joyning with King Edwards privy Counſellors, 
he reformed, that is, ſubverted the eſtabliſhed Religion of the 
Nation, Yet in the firſt year of King Edward, Heylin tells my 
that 


| thathe with eight other Biſhops all in their rich Mz/res and other 
Pontificals ſang a Maſs of Requiem, for the Soul of Francis the 
French King then lately deceaſed, E/iftory Reform. page 40. Not- 
withſtanding that he with the reſt of the Privy-Council had a 
good while before ſent out their njunitions and Commiffoners into 
all parts of the Nation, and Preachers to atrend them ; which 
Preachers were particularly inſtrutted to diſſwade the people from 
Praying for the Dead, from Diriges and Maſſes, &c. Heylin, p. 34: 
yet Burnet would perſwade you, he was a Perſon of « native /im- 
Plicity, and not for Court Policies, videp. 302. 

| A. And beſides all this, did he not hold ſome ſtrange Opi- 
nions 2? 

B. Yes, Doctor Burxet fays,he had ſome particular Conceits of 
his own, or ſingular Opinions which he delivered with all poſſi- 
ble Modeſty, page 289. 1 Pol. 

4. What were thoſe Opinions > 

B. You ſhall hear them rogether, with the excuſe which the 
Dottor makes for him. Firſt, That Biſhops and Priefts were at one 
time, and were not two things but one Office in the beginning of Chriſts 
Religion. In which Opinion all the Biſhops and Clergy of 
England, except two Biſhops and two Doctors were againſt him. 
Burnet, ColleQtion Records, page 22 3. 

2, A Biſhop may make a Prieſt, and ſo may Princes and Go- 
vernours alſo ; and that by the Authority of God commitred to 
them, and the People by their Eleftion : For as we read that Bi- 
ſhops have done it, ſo Chriſtian Emperors and Princes uſually 
have done it; and the People, before Chriſtian Princes were, com- 
monly did Ele&t their Biſbops and Prieſts. 

But all the reſt of the Biſhops and Clergy, except the Biſhop of 
Saint Davids, and two or three Deftors, ſaid pofitively. that they 
found no example either in Scripture, or the ancient Dottors, that any 
Man befide a Biſhop hath Authority to make Prieſts. : 

3. In the New Teſtament he that is appointed to be a Biſhop, 
or a Prieſt needeth no Conſecration by the Scripture ; for Electi- 
on or Appointing thereunto is ſufficient. 7bis a/l the Biſhops 
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contradifted except Saint Davids) ; faying,that the Apoſtles made 
Prieſts by impoſition of Hands, with Faſting and Prayer ; and 
Dr. Redmayn ſaid,the Office of Prieſthood istoo dangerous a thing 
to be undertaken (70 be ſet upon are his words) when one is but ap- 
pointed only ; therefore for the Confirmation of their Faith who 
take in hand ſucha Charpe, and for the obtaininf of iurther Grace 
requiſite to the ſame,Conſecration was ordained by the holy Ghoſt, 
and hath been always uſed from the beginning, page 230. 

4 To this Queſtioh, whether a Chriftian Prince having con- 
quered certain Dominions of Infidels, and having none about him 
bur Lay-men, He and 'They may not by the Law of God Preach 
and Teach God's Word, and alſo make and conſtitute Prieſts ? 
Cranmer Anſwers poſitively; 7t is not againft God's Law, but con- 
trary they ought indeed ſo todo: and there be Hiſtories that witneſs 
that ſeme Chriſtian Princes,and other Lay men anconſecrate have doxe 
the ſame. Reader, The Engliſh Biſhops perhaps were not aware of 
his deſign in propofing this and ſuch like Queſtions ; which was to 
no0Ze them into a Conceſſion under their Hands, that the: Prince 
might Preach himſelf, and Authorize others to preach Reformation 
in caſe of neceſſity ; that wu, If bus Clergy and Biſhops would not com- 
þly, as Cranmer knew they would not. | | 

5. To this Queſtion, Whether a Man is bound by the Autho- 
rity of this Scripture, Quorum remiſeritis peccata, remiſſa ſunt, &C. 
to Confeſs his ſecrer deadly Sins to a Prieſt > He antwers point 
blank, that no Man # bound. All the Biſhops and Clergy (three 
or four exceptcd) honeſtly affirming, that by. Authority of thoſe 
words, Chriſtians are bound to Conteſs their ſecret as well as open 
Sins : Thar Prieſts are bound to give Abſoiution, .but no Prieſt 
can Abfo]ve from that Sin which he knows not. DoCtor 7reſham 
anſwered, Such Confeſſion is a thing moſt Conſfonant to the Law 
of God: and that it is a wiſe point, and a wholfome thing ſo todo. 
' And God (faid he) provoketh and allureth us thercunto by giving 
active Power to Prieſts to Abſolve in theſe words, Whoſoever Sins 
ye remit, they are remitted, &c. It is alſo a fafer way for Salva- 
tion to Confeſs, if we may have a Prieſt, page 238. Coleetions. 
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Do@tor Edgeworth anſwered worthily, that to obtain Remiſſion 
of Sin and Recover the Grace of God, a Man is bound by the 
Law of Nature to take the ſurer way. And becauſe (faid he) 
we are bound to Love God -above all things, we ought by the 
ſame Bond to ſeek the beſt and fureſt Remedy for the Recovery 
of his Grace. Contrition ts one way, but becauſe a Mancannor 
be well aſſured, whether his Contrition, Attrition or Diſpleaſure 
for his Sins be ſufficient to fatisfic Almighty God, or worthy ta. 
obtain his Grace ; therefore it is neceſſary to take that way thar 
will not fail, and by which thou mayeſt beſure ; and that is .4/- 
Jolution by the Prieſt, which by Chriſt's promiſe will not deceive 
thee, ſo that thou put no obſtacle or bar inthe way ; thar is, if 
thou do not then actually Sin inwardly or outwardly, bur intend 
to receive what the Church intends to give 'Thee by that Abſoſu 
tion. Now the Prieſt can give thee no Abſolution from that Sin 
which he knows not, thereforc thou art bound to confeſs thy Sin. 
Thus Doftor Edgewerth, page 237. Burnet's Collections. 7 wiſh 
Cranmer had half the honeſty or piety of this Man. 

Door Leighton anſwered, I think ſuch only as have not the 
knowledge of the Scripture, be bound to confeſs their ſecrer 
deadly Sins unto a Prieſt. Howbeit no Man ought to deſpiſe 
ſuch Auricular Cenfeſſion ; for I ſuppoſe it to be a Tradition Apo- 
ſtolical, neceſfary for the unlearned Multitude. Thus he page 238. 
Colettions. | | 

6. To.this Queſtion, Whether only Biſhops and Prieſts may 
Excommunicarte by God's Law ; he anſwers, a Biſhop or a Prieſt 
by the Scripture is neither commanded nor forbidden to Excom- 
municatc ; but where the Laws of any Country giveth him Au- 
thority to Excommunicate, there they ought to uſe the fame in 
ſuch Crimes as the Laws. have fuch Authority in, and where the * 
Laws of the Region forbiddeth them, there they have no Au- 
thority at all... And they that be no Prieſts mayalſo Excommuni- 
cate if the Law allow thereunto. 

NOTE. Zhat i» Queen Mary's days, Cathelick Religion being 
xeftored by Law, Cranmer had by his own Confeſſion no Power of the 
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Keys. Nay, every Conſtable might Excommanicate as well a; he, if 
the Law gave power. Theſe were ſtrange Opinions for an. Arch 
biſhop and Reformer of the Faith ; he ſubſcribed thus, © Thom Can- 
* tuarienſ. this is my Opinion and Sentence at this prefent, which 
* I do nottemerariouſly define, but do remit the Judgment there- 
* of wholiy unto your Majeſty, that was Henry Y117. 

A. How docs Burnet excuſe him for theſe Opinions ? 

B. Very oddly, as a Man would think, v/z.ir feems that at- 
rcrwards he changed his Opinion,. for he ſubſcribed che Book that 
was ſoon after ſet out, which is diretly contrary to theſe Opi- 
nions, that is to ſay, in the year 1540. he ſubſcribed to a Book for 
ſeven Sacraments, for Tranſubſtantiation, for the profitable ufe of 
Images to put us in mind of the great Bleſſings we have received by 
our Savieur ; for defiring the Prayers of Saints as Interceſſors; being 
the Dottrine of the Catholick Church. For the uſe of the Hymn cat- 
led Ave Maria, in Commemoration of Chriſts Incarnation and ro 
ſet forth the Praiſes of the bleſſed Virgin. Of all which particu- 
lars he believed not a ſyllable ; though he ſubſcribed with the reſt 
of the Biſhops. Nay, Burnet tells you plainly, page 289. that he 
was then for reducing the ſeven Sacraments to two, but the Po- 
piſh Party was prevalent at that time. So the old number of ſe- 
ven was agreed to ano 1540. that is, the major vote of Biſhops 
carried it againſt him, and he durft not but fubſcribe for fear of 
King Henry. In the year 1536, which was but four years beforehe 
gave his ſubſcription to a Book for three Sacraments oxely ; mheve- 
mm was declared the neceſſity of Auricular Confeſſion ; and that 7t 
was good to pray unto the. Saints to pray for and with us : Of 
which he believed not a-tittle. See Burnet, page 217: Jo that by 
what he ſubſcribed it can never be gathered that he quitted thoje 
ſtrange Opinions. m757 

A. Bur after-all this, did he not renounce the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion in Queen-Mary's days 2 | 

B. Yes, the Popiſh Party have but too -great : advantages 
apainft him (fays Burxer) in the laſt part of his Life.: TheiFears 
of-Death wroughr that cfte&t on him thathe didrecant; which he 
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ſigned thrice. Appendix to 2. vol. pag. 400. So, for all his Re- 
. cantation, he was led out to be burnt; and then he returned 
back to his former DoQrines, (mark thu) and expreſſed his Re- 
pentance for his Apoſtacy with all the ſfriouſneſs that was poſ- 
ſible, bid. pag. 4co. 

A. I pray, if you have read Foxes Book of Martyrs, what is 
his CharaQter there > 

B. In Cauſes pertaining to God or his Prince, no man more 
Rout or more conſtant than he. 3. vel. p. 633. _ 

A. Then let us hear the words of his Recantation ſet down by 
Fex, which he ſigned thrice, ſays Burner. 

B. [ I Thomas Cranmer, late Archbiſhop of Canterbury, do re- 
nounce, abhor and deteſt all manner of Hereſies and Errors of 
Exther and Zainglius, and all other Teachings which be contra- 
ry to ſound and true Doftrine. And I believe moſt conſtantly 
in my heart, and with my mouth I confeſs one holy and Catho- 
lique Church viſible, without the which there is no Salvation. 
And therefore I acknowledpe the Biſhop of Reme to be Supream 
Head on Earth; whom I 'knowledpe to be the higheſt Biſhop 
and Pope, and Chriſts Vicar, unto whom all Chriſtian people 
ought to be Subject. ; | 

And as concerning the Sacraments, I believe and worſhip in 
the Sacrament of the Altar the very Body and Blood of Chriſt, 
being contained moſt truly under the forms of Bread and Wine, 
the Bread, through the mighty Power of God, being turned into 
the Body of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, and the Wine ito his 
Blood. And in the other fix Sacraments alſo, like as in this, I 
believe and hold as the Univerſal Church holdeth, and the Church 
of Rome judgeth and derermineth. 

Furthermore, I believe that there is a place of Purgatory , 
Where Souls departed be puniſhed for a time, for whom the 
Church doth godly and wholſomly pray, like as it doth honour 
Saints, and make prayers to'them. 

Finally, in all things T profeſs, that I do not otherwiſe believe 
than. the Catholique Church. and the. Church of Rome: F__ 
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and teacheth. I am ſorry that ever I held or thonght otherwiſe. 
'And I beſecch Almighty God thar of his Mercy he will vouch. 
fafe to forgive me, whatſoever I have offended againſt God or his 
Church. And alſo I deſire and beſeech all-Chriſtian people ro 
pray for me. 

And all ſuch as have been deceived cither by mine Example or 
Dottrine, I require them by the Blood of Feſws Chrift, that they 
will return to the Unity of the Church, and the Supream Head 
thereof, So I ſubmit my ſelf unto the moſt excellent Majeſties 
of Philip and Mary King and Queen of this Realm of ZEng- 
land, &c. and to all other their Laws and Ordinances; being 
ready always as a faithful Subject to obey them. And God is my 
Witneſs, that I have not done this for faveur or fear of any Per- 
ſon, but wilirgly and of mine own mind, as well to the Diſ- 
charge of mine own Conſcience, as to the Inſtruction of o- 
thers. | 

A. Did he not afterwards retra&t theſe words ? 

B. Yes, when he ſaw no hopes of his Pardon; and being 
brought to the Stake, he made a very good Exhortation to the 
people, ſaying (as Fox relates it,) [Ir is an heavy caſe to ſee 
that ſo many Folk ſo much dote upon the Love of this falſe 
World, and fo careful for it, ( ze ſeems a Spaniſh Fryar had gives 
him good hopes of his Life, but without any Authority from the- 
(Lueen, as Fox confeſſes) that for the Love of God or the World to 
come they ſeem to care very little or nothing : therefore this ſhall 
be my firſt Exhortation, that you ſer not your minds overmuch 
upon this g/ezizg world, but upon the world ro come, (7 wiſh he 
had ſeriouſly thought upon this when he ſo obſequiouſly followed all 
the Appetites of Henry 8. by divorcing him firſt from his moſt wer- 
tuous and:innecent Wife Q Katherine, they from Ann Bolen, then 
from Ann of Cleves;) and to learn-to know what this Leſſon 
meaneth which Saint Fohx teacherh, that the Love of this world 
s enmity againſt God, &c. And now for as much as I am come 
co the laſt end of my. life, I ſhall therefore declare unto you my 
very Faith how I: believe, without any colour or a 
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for now is no time to dilſemble, whatſoever I have faid or writ- 
ren in times paſt (mark that;) and now I come. to the great 
_ thing that ſo much ctroubleth my Confeience :more than any 
thing that everI did or faid in my life ; and that is, the ſer- 
ting abroad of a Writing (he means hu Recantation) contrary to 
the Truth, which now here I renounce and refuſe, as things 
written with my hand contrary wo the Truth, which I thought 
in my heart, &c. And as for the' Pope, I refuſe him as Anti- 
chriſt, &c. Fox 3. vol. p. 669, 670. 

A. What further inſtances have you met with in Fox, of his 
Conſtancy to his Religion ? 

B. Hs did adventurouſly oppoſe himſelf againſt the whole 
Parliament, diſputing and replying three days together againſt 
the Statute of Six Articles, pag. 641. tbat was in the year 
1539. 

- What was the true Reaſon of fo. much Courage, at that 
time, in a man of ſuch Prudence,. that betore and after ſtill went 
along with the Stream. | 

B. Dr. Burxet will inform you. The third Article of that Sta- 
tute was this, That Prieſts after the Order of Pricſthood might 
not marry by the Law of God. And if any Prieſt did ſtill keep 
any Woman whom he had married, and lived familiarly with 
her as his Wife, he was to be judged a Felon, &'c. This, ſays 
Burnet, touched Craymer to. the quick, for he was then married, 
P. 257,259. I. val. 

A. Does Fox ſay nothing of Cranmers Marriage? 

B. He tells you, page 647. that the King extenacd ſuch eſpe- 
cial Favour unto him, that being not ignorant of his Wite (Neece 
to Oftander) whom he had married at Norimberg, and of +his 
keeping her all the time of the Six Articles contrary to Law ; 
he both permirted'the fame, and kept Crammers Counſel. 

A. What other particulars haye you obſerved in Fox - 

B. The Lord Cromwel 'was wont to-fay unto 'Cranmer, My 
Lord of Canterbury, you are moſt happy 'ot 'all men; for you 
may do and ſpeak whar you lift; and fay what all men can : 

gain 
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gainſt you, the King will'never belieye one word to your detri- 
ment. I am fure, I-take more pains than all the Council be- 
ſides, and ſpend more largely on the Kings Aſſairs, as well be- 
yond the Seas as on this ſide ; yea, I aſſure you, for very Spyes 
in forcign Realms, at Rome and elſewhere, it coſts me above a 
Thouſand Marks a year ; and do what I can to bring matters to 
light for the commodity of the King and the Realm, I am every 
day chidden, and many falſe Tales now and then believed a- 
gainſt me; and there;ore you are moſt happy, for in no point 
can you be diſcredited with the King. The Archbiſhop anſwer- 
ed, If the Kings Majeſty were not good to-me, I were not able 
to ſtand one whole week. p. 643. 3. vol. 

Fox tells you further, how certain of the Council declared 
plainly to the King about that time, that the Realm was fo in- 
feed with Hereſies & Heretiques, that ir was dangerous for His 
Highneſs further to permit it; leſt peradventure by long ſuffering, 
ſuch Contention ſhould ariſe, and enſue in the Realm amongſt 
his Subjects, that thereby might ſpring horrible Rebellions and 
Uproars, like as in ſome parts of Germany it happened not long 
ago; the Enormity whereof they could not impure to any fo 
much as to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, p. 641, 642. 

Burt the King, ſays Fex, moſt entirely loved him, and always 
ſtood in his defence whoſoever ſpake againſt him; and once ſaid 
ro ſome Lords of his Council, I proteſt (ſolemnly laying his 
hand upon his breaſt) by the Faith which I ow to. God, I take 
this man, my Lord of Cexterbury, to be of all other a moſt ſaith- 
ful Subject ro us, and one'to whain We arc much beholding. p. 
643. | 
= Wherein had he obliged the King ? 

B. Doctor Burnet tells you (page 12.7.) that in the year r 533. 
the King ſeeing of how great importance ir was to the deſigns 
he was then forming, (zamely his Deuorce from Queen Katherine, 
his advancement to the title of Supream Head of the Church, and 
ſeizure of Abby lands, Sc.) to fill the See of Canterbury with a. 
learned, pradent and reſolute man ,. but finding none in the E- 
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piſcopal Order, that was qualified to his mind, ( theſe are Bur: 
nets 'werds;) and having obſerved a native ſimplicity, joyned 
with much Courage in Dr. Cranmer, he deſigned to raiſe him to 
that Dignity, and gave him notice of it. 74d. 

A. Pray, what did they lay to his Charge in Queen Marys 
time, and whar Defence did he make 2? 

B. In S2int Mary's Church at Oxford, on the 12th of March, 
anno 1556. DoQtor Brooks Biſhop of Gleceſter charged him as 
followeth. My Lord, at this preſent weare ſent by Commiſſion 
partly from the Popes Holyneſs, partly from the King and Queens 
moſt excellent Majeſties, not to your utter diſcomfort, but to 
your comfort, it you will your ſelf ; not to judpe you, but to 
put you in Remembrance of what you have been. Neither 
come we to Diſpute with you, but ro Examine you in certain 
matters, which being done, to make Relation thereof to him 
that hath power to judge you. And firſt, as Charity doth move 
us, I think good to exhort you by the words of Saint Fehy. Re- 
member from whence you are fallen, and dp your firft works, You 
have fallen from the univerſal Church of Chriſt,from the very true 
and received Faith of all Chriſtendom, and that by open Xere- 
fie : You have fallen from your promiſe to God, ſrom your Fide- 
jity and Allegiance, and that by open Preaching, by Marriage and 
Adultery : You have fallen from your Sovereign Prince and 
Queen by open Treaſon, &c. and although itmay be conjeQtured 
that in ail your time ye were not upright in the Honour and 
Faith of Chriſt ; but rather fer up of purpoſe as a fit inſtrument 
(note thu) whereby the Church might be ſpoiled and brought into 
ruin ; yet it may appear by many your doings otherwiſe, and I 
for my part, as it bchoverh each one of us, ſhall think the beſ?. 
For who was thought to have more Conſcience of obſerving the 
Ocder-of the Church 2 More earneſt in the defence of the real 
preſence of Chriſt's Body and Blood in the Sacrament of the: Al- 
tar than yee were 2 Then all things proſpered with you, your 
Prince {avoured you ; your Candleſtick was ſet up in the higheſt 


place of the Church, and the light of your Candle was over all 
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the Church. Bur afrer'ys began to fall by"Schiſm; and'would 
ſtoutly” uphold rhe- unlawſul requeſts of King Zewy VIIE then 
bepan: you to fancy unlawful liberty.” When yee had exiled a 
\pood Conſcience, when you had forſaken God, God forſook you, 
and pave you over-to your own will, and ſuffered you to fall in- 
to Schiſm and Hereſie, and from that to Perjury, and from Per- 
jury to Treafon, and ſo inconcluſion, into the full Indignation cf 
our Sovereign Prince, which you may think a juſt puniſhment of 
God for your other abotninable Opinions. 

Buc here peradventure you will fay tome; what Sir, my fall 
is not fo great as.you make it. I have not yet fallen from the Ca- 
tholick Church; for that is not the Catholick Church that the 
Pope is Head of, there is another Church. To which I anſwer, 
you are as ſure of that as the Dexatifts were ; for they ſaid, they 
' had the true Church ; and that true Chriſtians remained only in 
Africa, where only their Seditious Se was preached. And as 
you think, ſo thought Novarus, that all who did acknowledge 
the Supremacy of Rewe , were out of the Church of Chrifſt. 
Saint Cyprian defending Cornelius Biſhop of Rome againſt this No- 
vatus,; Lib 2. Epiſt. 6. ſaith, Ecclefia una eft, que cum fit una, intus 
& fors eſſs non poteft. So that if Novatus was in the true Church, 
then was not Cornelzus, who by lawful Succeſſion ſucceeded Pope 
Fabian. Here Saint Cyprian intends by the whole proceſs ro 
prove, and concludeth thereupon, that the true Church was only 
Rome. Burt you will ſay perhaps, that you fel! not by ZZerefee ; 
ſo ſaid the Arrians alledging Scriptere for themſelves, and going 
about to perſwade their Herefie by Scripture. 

So did the Marcions appeal to Scripture, to Scripture not truly 
interpreted, but wreſted according to their own Fancies. And 
the Church replyeth againſt them guz ets wes ? from whence came 
you? What right have you to the Scripzures, Which are the 
Churches Inheritance ?

. nyal will not avail you. Therefore I tel] you, remember from 
whence you are fallen. Age peritentiam & prima opera fac. If 
yee remember how many yee have brought: by abominable He- 
re{ie into the way of Perdition, I doubt not bur very Conſcience 
would move you, as well for them as for your ſelf. to return 
again ; gquz convertere fecerit peccatorem ab errore vite ſur ſalvaw 
 factet animam ſuam a Morte & eperiet multitudinem peccatoruns 
fuorum. He that ſhall conyert a Sinner from his Wickedneſs ſhall 
ſave his Soul from Death, and fhall cover a multitude of: Sins : 
So on the-contrary, it muſt needs be true, he that perverteth a 
Soul, and teacheth him the way of Perdition muſt needs be 
Damwd. IT : 

Berengarius ſeemed to fear thar danger ; provided for it inhis 
Life time, and did not only repent but recant ; and not ſo much 
for himſelf as for them whom he had infefted by his abominable 
Hereſies. For as he lay on his Death-bed upon the day of Epz- 
phany, he demanded of them that were preſent, is this the day of 
Epiphany and appearing of our Lerd 2 They anſwered him Yes; 
then (ſaid he) this day ſhall the Lord appear to me either to my 
comfort or diſcomfort. This Remorſe argues, that he ſeared the 
danger of them whom he had ſeduced from the Faith of Chriſt. 

Let this move you even at the laſt point; as your Caſe is not 
unlike to Berengarius, 1o pe! 1 Repentance be like his, unleſs 
you will according to the hardneſs of your Heart treaſure up wrath 
againſt the day of Wrath. 

Well, whar is it then, perhapsſhame-to unfay what you have 
faid may hinder your return. But Saint Pau/, St. Cyprian, and 
St. Auſtin thought it no ſhame to repent and agree with the Ca- 
#bolick Church. You will ſay perhaps, your Conſcience will not 
ſuffer you. But what Conſcience is it that would ſeparate you 
from all the reſt of the Chriſtian World 2 to a liberty which 
hath no ground in the Holy Scriptures. If you judge _= li 
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berty to be good, then you judge all Chriſtendom to do evil be- 
ſides. your ſelf. | RR COUT | 
. 'O what a preſumpruous Opinion is this ! whereupon to for: 
ſake the Church of Chriſt : what is your colour'or pretence for 
this 2 the Abuſes of the Church? as though in your Church there 
were no Abuſes, yea that there were : And if you forſaketheuni- 
verſal Church for Abufes, why then do you not forſake your 
own Church, and fo be flitting from one to another ? if you had 
ſeen Abuſes, the way to reform them was not to makea defection 
ſrom the Cathel/zck Church.

Their grand pretence being 
that otherwiſe the Prote/tant Religion could not ſtand ; and hav- 
ing Proclaim'd Lady Faxe, the Lords of the Council writ a Let- 
ter to the Princeſs Mary, dared Fuly gth 1553. a Copy whereof 
you may ſee in Fox, 3 Vol. Crazmer Subſcribing the firſt Man. 
The Letter begins thus ; Madam, We have received your Letter 
the gth of this inflant, declaring your ſuppoſed Title to the Impe- 
rial Crown of this Realm. For Anſwer whereof, this uw to advertiſe 
you that ferammuch as our Sovereign Lady (Queen Jane, # after the 
Death of our Sovereign Lord Edward PI. a Prince of moſt noble 
Memory, inveſted and poſſeſſed with the juſt and right Title in the 
Imperial Crown of thu Realm — you ſurceaſs by any pretence 
to vex and moleſt any of our Sovereign Lady Queen Jane, her Sub- 
jeds, &c. 

A: How does Burnet Apologize for this? 

B. Nothing at all for this Zerter, which is-too palpable and 
roo unfortunate to admit of any colour. He confeſſes, the Arch: 
biſhop of Canterbury was the firit Man that Subſcrib'd it. 

A. Burl have heard that he refuſed to ſer his hand (King Ed. 
ward being yet alive) to certain Articles for Difinheriting the 
Daughters of. Ferry VIII. after they were figned by all the 
OO Cn all the Judges and chief Lawyers, except Juſtice 
Fales ?. 

B. Take the account of it thus fairly out of Barnet, [Dudly 
Duke of Northumberland, finding that nothing went fo near chg 
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King's Heart (Edward VI) as tha ruin of Religion, which he ap: 
prehended would follow upon his Death, when his Siſter Mary 
ſhould come to the Crown ; upon that, he and his party took 
advantage to propoſe to him to ſertle the Crown by his Letters 
Patents on the Lady Fane Grey, (then newly married to Guilford 
Dudley, Northumberlands fourth Sen) how they prevailed with 
him to paſs by his Sifter E/i/abeth, who had been always much 

in his Favour, I do not ſo well underſtand. But the King being 
wrought over to this, on the 11th of Fane, Mountague Chief Ju- 

ſtice of the Common-Pleas, Baker and Bremly two Judges, with 

the King's Attorney and Solicitor were commanded to come to 

Council. There they found the King with fome Privy-Qouncel- 
lors about him. The King told them he did now apprehend the 

danger the Kingdom might bein by the Succeſſion of his Siſter 

Mary. So he ordered ſome Arzecles to be read to them of the 

way in which he would have the Crown to deſcend. They ob- 

jeed thar an At of Parliament could not be taken away by 

any ſuch Device ; yet the King required them to take the Ar7-- 

cles and draw a Book according to them. They asked a little 

time to conſider of it. So having examined tne Statute of the 

firſt year of his Reigy, they found that ir was Treaſon not only 

after the King's Neath, bur in his life time to change the Suc- 

ceſſion.. 

Secretary Petre in the mean time preſſed them to make haſte; 
When they came again to the Gouncil, they declared they could 
not do any ſuch thing ; for it was Treaſon. And all the Lords 
ſhould be Guilry of Treaſon if they went on in it, Upon which 
the Duke of Northumberland, who was not then in the Council 
Chamber, being advertiſed of this, came in great Fury, calling 
Mountague a Traitor: But ths Judges ſtood to their Opinion. 
They were again ſent for and came on the 15th of Fane. The 
King was preſent, and ſomewhar ſharply asked them, why they 
had not prepared the Book, as he had ordered them? They an- 
ſwered, that whatever they did would be of ne force without a 


Parliament. But the King faid, he would have it firſt done, _ 
| then 
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then ratified in Parliament, and therefore required them on their 
Allegiance to go about it ; and ſome Councellors told them, if 
they refuſed to Obey that, they were Zraytors. This put them 
in a preat Conſternation ; and Old Mountagae thinking it could 
not be Treaſon, whatever they did in this matter while the King 
lived, and at worſt, that a Pardon under the great Seal would ſe- 
cure him, conſented to ſer about it, it he might have a Commil- 
ſion requiring him to do it,and a Pardon when it was done ; both 
theſe being granted him, he was fatisfyed. The other Judges 
being asked, if they would concur, did all agree, being 6vercome 
with fear, except Zales. 

Bur Crawmer ſtill refuſed to do it after they had all fign- 
edit; and ſaid, he would never confent to the Diſinheriting of 
the Daughters of his late Maſter. Many Conſultations were 
had to perſwade him to it; but he could not be prevailed on, 
till the King himſelf ſet on him, who uſed many Arguments from 
the danger Religion would otherwiſe be in, together with other 
Perſwaſtons ; fo that by his Reaſons, or rather Importunities,: at 
laſt he brought him to ir. 

NOTE. Zhe Deottors excuſe for this unjuſt 44 of Cranmers 
(tmportunity,) the ſame that naughty Women are (aid to pretend for 
their Incontinency. If he td thi only as ſubmitting to hu Prin- 
ces importunity, how came he atter King Edward's Death to Sub- 
feribe the aforeſaid Letter > And to do both after he had ſaid he 
he would never conſent to the difinheriting of King Henry's Chil. 
dren > The Reader may now underſtand the reaſon why he anſwer- 
ed little or nothing to the Treaſon objefted to him by the Biſhop of - 
Gloceſter, becauſe there was too much Truth in it. And methinks 
this excuſe which Burnet makes for him does him no ſervice ; namely, 
that be ſtood off a good while, but at laft with much a ds was perſwa- 
ded into thu Conſpiracy againft X.Henry's Children.

The Emperors earneft Suit that ſhe might have Maſs 
faid in her Houſe was long rejeted —— Yet the State of Eng- 
layd making his Friendſhip at that time neceſſary to the King, 
and he refuſing to continue in his League, unleſs-his Kinſwoman 
obtained that Fayour, it was promiſed, that for ſome time, in hope 
ſhe would reform, there ſhould be a Forbearance granted. 'The 
Emperors Ambaſſador preſſed to have a Liceyſe for it under the 
great Seal; it was anſwered, that being againſt Zaw, ir could 
not be done. The two grounds ſhe went upon, were, 
that ſhe would follow the ancient and wriverſal way of Worſhip, 
and not a mew {uvention that lay within the Four Seas (zheſe 
were her words) and that ſhe would continue in that Religion 'in 
which her Father, King Henry, had inſtrutted her. To this the 
King ſent an Anſwer, ( he was them ſcarce 14 years of age) telling 
her,_ that ſhe was a part of this Church and Nation, 'and ſo muſt 
conform her ſelf to the Laws of it (the Laws made by Cranmer, 
Sommerſet, Dudley, &c.) and that the way of Worſhip now ſet 
up, was no other than what vas clearly conſonant to the pure 
Word of God, (that was King Edwards firſt Common Prayer Book, 
which expreſly commanded Prayers for the dead) After this ſhe 
was ſent for to Caurt, and pains was taken to inſtru& her ber- 
ter ; -but ſhe reſuſed to enter into any Reaſonings, and claimed 
. the Promiſe that was ſaid to be made to the Emperor. Bur it 
was told her, that it was but temporary and conditional. Where- 
upon theFaſt Summer (axxo 1550.) the was deſigning to fly our 
of England ———— The Emperors Ambaſſador ſolicited for her 
violently ; and ſaid,: he would preſently take leave, and proteſt 
that they had broken their Faith to his Maſter, who would re- 
ſent the Uſage of the Lady Mary as highly as if it were done im- 
mediatcely to himſelf, The Privy Counſelors having no mind to 
draw a new War on their Heads, eſpecially from ſo victorious a 
Prince, were all inclined to ler the matter fall. There was alfo 
a Years Cloth lately fent over to Antwerp, and 1500 Quin- 
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tals of Powder, with a preat deal of Armour, bought there for 
the King's uſe, was not come ' over. - So it was thought by no 
' means adviſable to- provoke the Emperor, while they had ſuch 
efic&ts in his Ports : Nor were they very willing to give higher 
Provecations to the next Heir of the Crown. Therefore they 
all adviſed the King not to do more in that matter at preſent, but 
ro leave the Lady Mary to: her Diſcretion ; who would certainly 
be made more: Cautious by what ſhe had met with, and would 

give as little ſcandal as was poſſible by her Maſs. 
' Bur King Edward could not be induced to give way to it, ſor 
he thought the Maſs was Impious and Idolatrous (as Cranmer, 
and the reſt of bis Tutors had inſtrufted him,) fo he would notcon- - 
fent to the continuance of ſuch a Sin. Upon this the Council or. 
dered Cranmer, Kidley, and Poinet (the new Biſhep of Wincheſter) 
to diſcourſe with him about ir. They told him it was always 
a Sin in a Prince to permit any Sin, but to give a Conmvance ;

1n fear of the Emperor In Fuly (anne 1551) ſent for Iugle- 
field, Walgrave and Rocheſter, three of the Lady Marys chief Of- 
ficers and gave them InſtruCtions to ſignifie unto her the Kings 
Pleaſure to kave the new Service in her Family (zheſe are Burners 
words) and to return with an Anſwer. In Auguſt they came back, 
and ſaid, ſhe received the Meſſage very prievouſly; and that ſhe 
would obey the King in all things, except where her Conſcience 
was touched. Upon this they were ſent: to the Tower. Then 
the Lord Chanceler, Sir Authony Wingheld, and Sir William Petre 
were ſent unto her with a Letter from the King, and Inſtruftions 
from the Council. They came to her Houſe at Copthal in Ef 
ſex. The Lord Charxcelor gave her the Kings Letter, which ſhe 
received on her knees, and faid, ſhe paid that reſpect to the 
Kings Hand, and not to the Matter of the Letter, which ſhe 
knew proceeded from the Council. And when ſhe read it, ſhe 
ſaid, Ah! Mr. Cecil took much pains here (he was then Secretar 
of State); ſo ſhe turned to the Counſellors, and bid them deli- 
yer their Meſlage to her, wiſhing them to-be ſhorty for ſhe was 
not well at eaſe. The Lord Chancellor told herizthat all the 
Council were of one mind, that ſhe muſt be no longer ſuffered 
to have private Maſs. or a Form of Religion different from 
whar was eſtabliſhed by Law: : 

He went to read the Names of thoſe that were of that mind ; 
but ſhe defired him to ſpare his pains, ſhe knew they were all 
of a ſort. They next told her, they had Order to require her 
Chaplains ro uſe no. other Service than what was according to: 
Law. 

She anſwered, ſhe was the Kings moſt obedient: Subje& and 
Siſter ; and would obey him in every thing, but where her Con- 
ſcience held her, and would willingly ſuffer Death to do him 
Service : bur ſhe would. lay her Head on a Block, rather than 
uſe any other Form of Service, than what had been at her Fa: 
thers Death; only ſhe thought (obſerve ths) ſhe was not wor: 
thy to lufter Death upon to good an. account. » When-the King

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came to be of Ape, fo that he could order theſe things himſelf, 
ſhe would obey his Commands in Religion. For although he 
(Good, Sweet King) theſe were her words, had more Knowledge 
than any of his years, yet he wag not a fit Judge in theſe mar- 
ters. For if a Ship were to be ſet to Sea, or any matter of Po- 
licy to be determined, they would not think him fit for it; much 
lefs could he be able to refolve Points of Divinzty.

On the 122h. of April, 1549. (the third year 
of Edward VT.), a Complaint was brought to the Council, that 
with the Syrgngers that'were come into England, ſome Anaba- 
ptifis had come over, and were diſſcminating their Errors and 
making. Proſelites: fo a Commiſion was ordered for the Arch- 
biſhop of Caxterbury, the Biſhops of: Ely, Wircefter, Weftminfeer, 
Chickefer, ' Lincaln and Rockefter, @c. and fome others, three of 
them being a Qzorum, to examine and ſearch after all Anabaptiſts, 
Heretiques or Contemners of the Common Prayer. They were 
' fo endeayour to reclaim them,:to;enjoyn them Pexaxce, and pive 
them Abſolution : or if they were obſtinate, to excommunicate 
and impriſon them ;/ ant to deliver them over to.the ſecular Pow- 
er to be ſurther proceeded againſt. Some Tradeſmen in Londen 
were brought before theſe Commiſſioners in May, and were per- 
ſwaded to abjure their Opinions, which were, that a man regene- 
rate could not fin; that though the outward may finned, the inward 
man finned not. That there was no Trinity of Perſons, that Chrift 
was only a holy Prophet, and not at all God: that the Baptiſm of

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a_ was wot profitable. That Chriſt took no Fleſh of the Vir: 
in, SC. . 
£ One of thoſe, who thus abjured, was commanded to carry a 
Faggot next Sunday at Saint Pauls, where there ſhou!d be a Ser- 
mon ſetting torth his Here/fie. But there was another of theſe 
extream obſtinare, Foan Bocher, commonly called Joan of Xent, 
ſhe denied that Chriſt was truly incarnate of the Virgin, whoſe Fleſh 
being finful, he could take none of it : but the Word, by the conſent 
of the inward man in the Virgin, took Fleſh of her. Theſe were 
her words. They took much pains about her, and had many 
Conferences with her; but ſhe was ſo extravagantly conceited of 
her own Notions, that ſhe reze&ed all they ſaid with ſcorn; where- 
upan ſhe was adjudged an obſtinate Z/eretique; and fo lefc to the 
ſecular Power. This being recurned to the Conncil,the good King 
was moved to fign a Warrant for burning her ; but could nor be 
prevailed on to do it. He thought it a piece of Cruelty roo like 
that (ſays Burner) which chey had condemned in the Paps/ts, to- 
burn any for their Conſciences. Crawmer was employed to per- 
ſwade him to fign the Warrant, He argued from the Law of 
Moſes, by which Blaſphemers were to be ſtoned : he cold the King, 
he made a great dificrence berween Errors in other Points of Di- 
vinity, and thoſe that were directly againſt rhe Apoſtles Creed : 
That theſe were Impieties againſt God, which a Prince, as be- 
ing Gods Deputy, ought to puniſh, as the Kings Depatzes were 
obliged to puniſh Offences againſt the Kings Perſov. Thele Rea- 
ſons did rather ſilence than fatisfie the young King ; who till 
thought it a hard thing (as in truth it was, ſays Burner) to pro- 
ceed ſo ſeyerely in ſuch caſes. So he ſer his hand ro the Warrant 
with tears in his eyes, ſaying to Cranmer, that if he did wrong, 
ſince it was in ſubmiſſion to your Authority, you ſhall anſwer ſor- 
it to God. This ſtruck the Archbiſhop with much horror, ſo that 
he was: very unwilling to have the Sentence executed. ( Her 
Crime was nothing elſe but that ſhe had read the Bible, and inter- 
preted it according to that Fudgment of Diſcretion which Cran- 
mer allow'd to every one.) But he and Ridley took. the "_—_ 
then. 
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then in cuſtody to their Houſes, to ſee if they could perſuade 
her. Bur ſhe continued to carry her ſelf ſo contemptuouſly, thar 
at laſt the Sentencs was executed on her, the ſecond of May next 
year, and fhe was burnt. | 

This Action (ſaith Burnet) was much cenſured, as being con- 
trary to the Clemency of the Goſpe/; and was oft made uſe of 
by the Papilts, who ſaid it was plain that the Reformers were on- 
ly againſt Burying, when they were in fear of it themſelves. And 
the Womans Carriage made her be lookrt on as a frantick perſon, 
fitter for Bedlam than a Stake. | | 

. Two years aſter this, one George Pare a Dutchman was burnt, 
for ſaying, that Chriſt was not Very God. 

In all the Books publiſhed in Queen Marys days, juſtifying her 
Severity againſt the Proze/taxts, theſe inſtances were always made 
uſe of, and no part of Cranmers Liſe expoſed him more then this

he would not meddle with any ſuch matter. And was ſully re- 
ſolved to ſerve God and think upon his Paſfox, and his own paſ- 
fage our of this World. That he: had alſo ſent divers Meſſages 
by one George Go/d to Biſhop Fiſher, to encourage him. in his ob- 
ſtinacy, and ſaid, the. 4 of Supremacy is like-a Sword with two 
Edges ; for if a man anſwer one way, it will confound his Soul, 
and if he anſwer another way, it will confound his Body. Thar 
he had ſaid the ſame thing on the third of Fuxe, in the hearing 
of the Lord Chanceler, the:Duke of Norfolk and others.. And 
that he would-not be the occaſion of the ſhortening his. own

This and other particulars, which paſſed betwixt him-and Ach 
the Kings Sollicicor, were laid together, and.zudged to amount.co 
a Denyal of-the - Kings Supremacy.: Judge Spe/may. writes, | that 
More being on his Tryal; pleaded: ftrongly againſt the Statute 
that made-it 7reafon to: deny-the —_—; and: argued, thas, 
the King could net be _—_ Head" of the Church. When he 
was brought to the Bar,. he pleaded Not Gui/ty; but being found 
Guilty, Judgment was given aganſt him as a: Zraitor. | Here, 
ceived it with an equal F emper of Mind,” which he had ſhewved 
in both conditions of Life; arid then ſet himſelf wholly to pre- 
pare for Death.

as put him out of his-ordinary Humour: Yet his rallying every 
thing.on-the Scaffold, was thought to have:more of:the.

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After ſome time ſpent in ſecret Devotions, he was beheaded 
on the ſixth of July. | 

Thus dyed Sir Thomas More in the 534d year of his age. He 
was a man of rare Vertues and excellent Parts. In his youth he 
had freer thoughts of things, as appears by his m_ and his 
Letters to Eraſmus ; but afterwards he became ſuperſtitiouſly de- 
voted (ſays Barnet) to the Intereſts and Paſſions of the Popiſh 
Clergy ; and as he ſerved them when he was in Authority, even 
ro aſſiſt them in all their Crueltics; ſo he employed his Pen in 
the ſame Cauſe, both in writing againſt all the »ew Opinions in ge- 
neral, and--in particular againſt 7inda/, Frith and Barns. He 
was no Divine at all (if you believe Burnet,) and it is plain to 
any that reads his Writings, that he knew nothing of Antiquity, 
beyond the Quotations he: found in the Carex Law, and in the 
Maſter of the Sentences.; only he had read ſome of St. Auftins 
' Treatiſes: For upon all points of Cantroverſie he quotes. only + 
what he found in thoſe Colleftions. Nor was was he at all con- 
verſant in the critical Learning - upon the Scriptures ( he did not . 
care for the new ſang/ed Conceits of the Reformers.) Burt his pecu- 
liar Excellency in writing. was, that he had.a natural, eaſie Ex- 
preſſion, and preſented all the Opinions of Popery with their. fair 
ſide to the Reader, diſguiſing, or concealing the black ſide of them 
with great Art; (that uy, he-did not underfland, or miſtake Popery 
as Proteſtants do; ) and was no. leſs dextrous in expoſing all the 
ill conſequences: that could follow. on the DoCtrine of the Re- 
formers ; and had upon all occaſions greatſtore of pleaſant Tales, 
which he applied wittily. to his purpoſe. And in this conſiſts 
the great: ſtrength of his Writings, which were” deſigned rather 
for the Rabble than for. learned Men. Burt for Juſtice; Contempt 
of Mony, Humility, and a true Generofity of Mind, he was an 
Example to the Age in. which he. lived. Burnets words, pag 356. 
1 vol. Second. Edition. 

The Biſhop of Rochefer had been a Priſoner above a year, and 
was. very. ſeverely uled (fays Burnet); he complained in his Let- 
ters. to. Cromwed ( then Secretary of State) that he had neither 

| Zn Clathes, 
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Clothes; nor Fire , being then about fourſcore years of ape. 
If he had kept his Opinion of the Kings Supremacy to him- 
ſelf, they could not have proceeded further. He would not do 
that, bur did upon ſeveral occaſions ſpeak againſt ir. So he was 
brought to his Tryal on the 17th of Fune. The Lord Chancel- 
ter, the Duke of Sxffo/k, and ſome other Lords, together with 
the Judges, fate upon him by Commiſſion of Oyer and Zerminer. 
He pleaded Not Guiity. But being found Guilty, Judgment paſ- 
ſed on him to-dye as a Traytor. Burt he was by a Warrant from 
the King beheaded. Upon the 22d of Fane, being the day of his 
Execution, he dreſſed himſelf with more than ordinary care; and 
when his Man took notice of it, he told him, he was to be thar 
day a Bridegroom. As he was led to the place of Execution, 
being ſtop'd in the way by the ecroud, he opened his New Te- 
ſtament, and prayed to this purpoſe, that as that Book had been 
his Companion and chief Comfort in his Impriſonment, ſo then 
ſome place mighe turn up to him, that might comfort him in his 
laſt paſſage. This being ſaid, he opened the Book at a venture, 
in which theſe words of St. Fohys Goſpel turn'd up, 7hu «. Life 
eternal, to know thee the only true God, and Feſus Chriſt, whom 
thou haft fent. So he ſhut the. Book with much fatisfattion; and 
all the way was reading and meditating on them. When he came 
ro the Scaffold, he prohounced the Te Dexm. And after ſome 

other Devotions, his Head was cur off. INT 
Thus dyed For Fiſher, Biſhop of Rocheſter, in the 8crh'year 
of his age. He was a learned and devout man (fays Barxet,) 
but much addicted to the Superfticions in Which he had been 
bred up, and that led him to great ſeverities againſt all that op- 
' poſed them. He had been for many years Conteſſor to the Kings 
Grandmother the Counteſs of Richmond. And it was believed, 
that he perſuaded her to thoſe noble defigns fer the Advance- 
ment of Learning, of founding 2 Colledpes in Cambridge, St. Fohns 
and Chrifts Colledge ; and Divinity Profeſſors in both Univerſi- 
ties. And in acknowledgement ot- this he was choſen Chance/lor 
ot the Univerſity of Cambridge. Fenry 7. gave him theBiſhoprick 
of 
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of Rechefter, which he, following the rule of the primitive Church, 
would never change for a better. He uſed to fay, his Church 
- Was his Wife, and he would never part with her, becauſe ſhe was 
poor. He continued in great Favour with Z7exry 8. till the bu- 
ſineſs of the Divorce was ſet on foot ; and then he adhered fo 
firmly to the Queens Cauſe, and the Popes Supremacy, that he 
was carried hcadlong into great Errors. $0 Burner, after his pe-

But then adds. Many thought the King ought to have pro- 

ceeded againſt him rather upon that which was a point of Szare,

ſuffer for hu Delinquency. Or if we have not Power, aid w with 
| your Aſiſtunce, and we ſhall give you thanks. But, my Lords, I hear 
there u a Motion made, that the ſmaller Monaſteries ſhould be taken 
into the Kings hands, which makes me apprehend, it w not ſo much 
the good as the Goods of the Church that are aini'd at. 
' Truly, my Lords, how thu may ſound in your cars 1 cannot tell; 
But to me it appears no otherwiſe, than as if our Mother the Church 
were now to be brought into Servility; and by little and little - 


.not_.that we mu 
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te baniſhed out of thoſe dwelling places which the Piety& Liberalit 
of our Anceſtors have conferred upon her. Otherwiſe to what end 
are thoſe portentous and curious Petitions of the Commons > To 
no other intent and purpoſe than to bring the Clergy into contempt 
with the Laiety, that they may ſeize their Patrimony. 

But my Lord's beware of Tour Selves, and of Tour Countrey : 
Beware of Tour Mother the Catholick Church. The People arc 
addified unto Novelties. And Lutheraniſm ſpreads it ſelf awongf+ 
w. Remember Germany a»d Bohemia ; what Miſeries are befailen 
them already ; and let our Neighbours Fouſes that are new on Fire, 


. teach ws to beware of our own Diſaſters. 


My Lords, I will tell you plainly what T think, that except ye 
refit manfully by your Authorities this violent Stream of Miſchiefs 
effered by the Commons, you ſhall ſee all reſpeft firſt withdrawn 
from the Clergy, and, ſecondly from Tour * Selves. But if you 
ſearch into the true canſes of all theſe Miſchiefs that Reign 


among ff them, you fhall find that they all ariſe through want of 
Faith.

2. Let us conſider the Inconveniencies that will ariſe upon 
this Grant : We cannot grant this unto the Xz»g, bur we mult 
renounce our Unity with the See of Rowe. And if there were 
no further matter in it, then a renouncing of -C/ement VII. 
(now Pope thereof ) then the matter were not fo great ;- but 
in this we do forſake the firſt four General Councils ; which 
none ever forſook. We renounce all Canonical and Ecclefiaſtical 
Laws of the Church of Chriſt ; we renounce all other Chriſtian 
Princes ; we renounce the Unity of the Chriſtian World (7 J«p- 
poſe he means by inventing ts our Selves a Church of England d'i- 
vided from all the reſt of the Chriſtian World) and fo by leaping

For the ficſt General Council of Nice acknowledged. Sy/- 
wefter the Biſhop of Reme his Authority to be over:them, by 
ſending their Decrees to be ratifyed by him. 

The Council of Conftantinople did acknowledge Pope Damoaſus 
to be their Chief, by admitring him to give Sentence againſt the 
Hereticks, Macedonius. Sabellius and Eunomius. 

The Council ot Epheſus acknowledged Pope Cele/tiye to be 
their chief Judge, by admitting his Condemnation upon the He- 
retick Neſtor7us. | 

The Council of Calcedow acknowledged Pope Leo to be theit 
chief Head, and all General Councils of the World ever acknow- 
ledged the Pope of Rome (only) to be Supream Head of the 
Church under Chriſt. And now ſhall we ſet up another Head? 
or one Head in England, and another in Reme 2 

3- We deny ail Eeclefiaftical Laws which: do wholly depend 
upon the Authority of the Apoſtolick See of Rome. 

4. We renounce the Judgment of all other Chriſtian Prin- 
ces, whether they be Proteſtants or Catholicks. Nay by this

Fiſthly. The Kings Majeſty is not ſuſceptible of this Doxaties- 
Ozias, for medling' with the Prieſts Office, was refiſted by Aza- 
rias, thruſt out of the Temple, and told, that zt belowgs not to bis 
Office. Now, if the Prieſt ſpake truth in this, then is not the 
Xing to meddle in this buſineſs: if he ſpake amiſs, why did 
= plague the King with Leproſie for this, and not the 
Prieſt> 

King David, when the Ark of God was bringing home, did 
he place himſelf in the head of the Prieſts Order? did he fo 
| much as touch the Ark? or execute any the leaſt Office pro- 
perly belonging to the Prieſtly FunCtion 2 or did he not rather 
go beſore, and abaſe himſelf amongſt the people, and ſay, that 
- —onghh become yet more vile, ſo that God might be plori- 

ed ? 

All good Chrifian Emperors have evermore refuſed Zccleſe- 
aftical Authority ; for at the firſt General Council of Nice, cer- 
tain Bills were privily brought unto Conftantive, to be. ordered 
by his Authority ; but he cauſed them to be burnt, ſaying, De- 
minus vos conflituit, ©c. God hath ordained you (Pricits) and bath 
given you Power to be Judges over us ; and therefore by right in 
"_—_ things we are to be judged by you, but you are not to be judg- 
ed by me. 

Yalentine, the Good Emperor, was defired by the Biſhops to 
be .preſent with them, to reform the ' Hereſie of the Arriavs; 
but he anſwered , Foraſmuch as T am one of the Members of the 
Lay people, it ts wot lanful for me to define ſach Controverſies ; but 
let the Priefts, to whom God hath given the charge thereof, afſew- 
Ble where they will in due Order. 

Theedefrus, Writing to the Council of Epheſus, ſaith, It 'is not 
lawful for him that is not of the holy Order of Biſhops, to in- 
termeddle with Ecclefiaſtical matters. And now ſhall we cauſe 
our King to be Zead of the Church, which all good Kings have 
abhorred the very leaſt thought of 2 (and ſo many wicked _

leſſed Martyr St.” Cyprian faith, all Unity 
depends upon that holy See, as upon the Authority of St. Pe- 
ters Succeſſors; for, faich the . fame boly Father, all Herefies, 
Sets & Schiſms, - have no other Rife bur this, that men will nor 
be obedicnt to the chief Biſhop; and now for us to ſhake off our 
Communion with that Church, cirther we muſt grant the Church 
of Rome to be the Church of God, or elfe a Malignant Church. Tt 
you anſwer, ſhe is a Church of God, and a Church where Chriſt 
is truly caught, his Sacramemrs rightly adminiſtred, &c. how can 
we forſake, how can we fly from ſuch a Church ? certainly we 
ought to be with, and not to ſeparate our felves from ſuch a 
one. 

If we anſwer, The Church of Rewe is not of God, but a Ma- 
lignant Church, then it will follow, that we, the Inhabitants of 
this Land, have not as yet received the true Faith of Chriſt ; 
ſeeing we have not received any other Goſpel, any other Do- 
&rine, any other Sacraments, than what we have received from 
her ; as moſt evidently appears by all the Eecclefraftical Hiſtories: 
wherefore, if ſhe be a Malignant Church, we have been deceived 
all this while ; and if to renounce the common Father of Chri- 
fendom, all the General Councils, eſpecially the firſt Four, which 
none renounce, all the Countreys of Chriftendom, whether they 
be Catholique Countreys or Proteſtant, be to forſake the Unity 
of the Chriſtian World, then is the granting of the Supremacy 
of the Church unto the King, a renouncing of this Unity, a 
tearing of the Seamleſs Coat of Chrift in funder, a dividing of 
the Myſtical Body of Chriſt his Spouſe, limb from limb, and
